Ave., arrested for battery 
and put in the Albany Jail 
with bail set at $5,000. This 
is what precipitated the 
picketing of City Hall and 
the Luoma home on Cor- 
nell. Some 20 pickets 
paraded in front of the City 
Hall to protest the high bail 
and then moved to the home 
of Mayor Luoma where 
they paraded and pounded 
on the doors to attract at- 
tention. 

Police, under the direc- 
tion of Captain Mel Boyd of 
the Albany Police, asked 
the pickets to limit their 
number and they did. 

During the last few days, 
13 persons have been ar- 
rested or cited by the Al- 
bany Police and two have 
been charged with other 
crimes against persons.

He was Mayor when the 
new City Hall was dedi- 
cated and has been a 
member of many of the 
county. committees. He is 
the longest, in service, or 
any of the members of the 
Alameda County Mayor’s 
Conference. He served as 
chairman of the group and 
has been the host innumer- 
able times. 


Talking to Lew Howell is 
like talking to the historian 
of the City. 


The destiny of Lew How- 
ell and the City of Albany 
are interwoven. What hap- 
pens to Albany, past, pre- 
sent and future hinges a 
great deal on the thinking of 
Lew Howell.
